corporation called the Contract and Finance 
company, owned by certain directors of the 
Central Pacific railroad, this language is 
used: 
It may be said of this contract, as of many 
others that were let to the different const ruction 
companies in which the directors of the Central 
Pacific hav e been stockholders, that they built 
the road with 
the moneys furnished by them­ 
selv es, and had the road for their outlay. 
In 
other words, they paid to the construction com­ 
pany the bonds and stock of the railroad so con­ 
structed jVtuw! waited until such time as they could 
dev elop sufficient business on the road built to in­ 
duce tue public to buy the l>onds or the stock. If 
the country through which the road ran devel­ 
oped sufficient business, then the proje.-t was a 
success; if it did not, then the operation was a 
loea Them gentlemen took all the responsib ility; 
any loss occurring was necessarily theirs, and of 
right the profit belonged to them. 
But it i.s said tha t they violated a well-known 
rule of equity in dealing w ith the m s e lv-to ut, 
they wen* trustees, and that they wen* represent­ 
ing b oth sides of the contract. 
The answer is tha t they did not fi n! an y b sly 
else to deal with. 
They 
could not find any one 
who would take the chance of b uilding a road 
through what was then an almost uuiahab i* *d 
country, and accept the b onds and stocks of th<* 
road in paym ent. And when it is said that they 
were trustees, If they did occupy such relation 
it was merely 
technical; 
for they presented 
only their own interests on b oth sides, there b e­ 
ing no one »‘Iso concerned in the transaction.
